ISdOj and hag^ tlicrcfote, been ten years under British rule This 
then is a suitalde period to place on record its precise social, fiscal, and adrainistrativo 
position. 

2. Prom March ISdO to January 1839, it formed a portion of the old Jjahore Di¬ 

vision, on which last date it was formed into a separate Commis-

3. It contains three districts - 

Karnes of Districts. I.—Ainritsur. 

II.—Goordaspoor. 

Ilf.—Sealkote. 

The two former are partly in the Baroe, and partly in the Roebna Dosb ; the Latter partly 
in the Rpchna, and partly in the Chnj Doah 

I, The physical features are unvarieil plain, willmnt mountain or hill of any kind 
within the area, though the snowy range of the Himalaya is grandly 
visible in every part of the tract. The river.? Beas, Raves, 
and Chenab, the mountain torrents Chukkee, Kirrnn, Oojh, Ben, Bnsiintee, Deg, 
and Eyk traverse it. In the Baree Doab are the marshes of Kanhowan and Byram- 
peor, and mthe Reohna Doah is the marsh ol Siitr.a. There are no lake.s. The canals, 
“ Huslee ” and " Baroe Doah,” traverse the whole length of the Doah of that name : the 
latter will eventually consist of four branches. For further detail see Appendix IT. 

5. The character of the country varies from a. high dor.sal ridge to rieh alluvial 
land, as it recedes from, or approaches, the rivers and mountain 

Nator!! of saiU. ptroaras. These great division.? are known as Bangui’ and Bet. The 

recognised soils are giv’en in Appendix III. 

The high tracts depend on well, or canal, and the low tract? nn fluvial irrigation. 
The presence of water bring? ahundimce of the best crops, ,and the absence leave? a desert. 
The detail of crop? is given in Appendix No. IV.

Among the 
former the professors of the Sikh sect, or disciples of Baha Nanuk, 
are conspicuous by social importance, but not by numbers, and pro- 
aelytiavn hai now ceased. The most conspicuous castes are the Juts and the Khutrees j— 
the fjrmer, men of the plough and sword ; the latter, men of the pen and the shop. All 
further details of castes arc given in Appendix No. VII, A and B., and in Appendix No.

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10, The system of general aJministtation is that of the Punjab. The executive and 
judicial ofBcera are the same, distributed in grades with precise 
niatration. subordination, and unimpeded by conflicting jurisdietions. Ove? 

the Division is a Commissioner ; over the District a Deputy Com¬ 
missioner, supported bj' Assistants and. Extra Assistants, European and Native: over each 
Pargunnah, four of which sub-divisions are in each district, is a Native Pergunnah Officer) 
vested with powers in every Department: and in each Pergunnah are two or more Po¬ 
lice arrondisseiiients under charge of a Police Offieer, hut subordinate to the Pergunnah 
authority. Along the high roads, and at outposts, are small stations occupied by detaoh- 
monts of Police, horse and foot: in every village, or cluster of villages, is at least one, and 
in each town a body of watchmen. Post Office runners are on every road, keeping up 
daily communic.ttion witli the fai'ther.Tiost outpost. .4n abstract of the establishments paid 
by Government is given in Appendix No. XI. 


CHAPTER II.-REVENUE. 


11. The system of revenue is the'vilhge settlement for a limited term of years with 
the allodial proprietors on the priniciple of securing to Government 
System of Eevenuo. two-thirJs of the net profits of the land. A regular settlement, 

preceded by survey, has p.assed over the whole division, and may be considered to he com¬ 
plete, and either sanctioned, or fit for sanction of the higher authorities. The details of 
this settlement are given in Appendix No. XII. The actual revenue due to Government 
on May 1st, 1859, \vas Rupees 27,84,639 as shown in Appendix XIII. »

Mode of coUoctioa of Ke- 
venuG. 


This revenue is collected by the Pergunnah Officers in four or five instal¬ 
ments through the agency of 12,104 Lumbei'dars, or village head¬ 
men, who are remunerated by a five per cent, cess, which 
they collect themselves. The accounts of the village are kept 
by a body of 1,034 Putwavees, or village accountants, who are remunerated by a cess vary- 
ino- from 2 to 3 per cent, which up to this time has beeu collected- and paid to them by the 
Government officials. An abstr.ict of the number and emolameats of these two bodies of 

villagers is giveu in Appendices No. XLV. and No, XV.

in ttie next generation, when the great mass will have been 
grarlaally absorbed hy lapses. Inasmuch as the parties who enjoyed these alienations 
made H'O eontribution whatsoever ti) the State necessities, while they enjoyed the advantage.? 
arising from order, guaranteed rights, and gcncMl extension of enltivation, it followed that 
the British Government have had the co.st of governing the wltole conntry, and enjoyed only 

the revenue of a portion. At the time of occupation in 1.810 every lioiding was investigat- 

cd, and the orders of the Supreme Government solicited and obtained. All .service, whether 
in the form of personal attendance, or prayers, has been remitted, .and a portion of tlio reve 
nue free holding resumed, or Xuazorana imposed. The detail ■ of this class of alienations 
is given in Appendix No, XIX.

ject being to control the sale, and i-aise a revenue, without prejuJic- 
iiig the morals of the people. Whether we succeed, seems doubtful. The results are shown 
in Appendix No. XXIII.

3i, A considerable revenue is raised from the sale of .stamped paiier, which is used 
for the preparation of deeds for petitions, and for the institution of 
suits in the courts. One half of the income of the latter covers the ’ 
costs of all processes, which ate now borne by Government. The results are shown in Ap-" 
pendix No, XXV. 

‘2o. This tax has only been iatroduced during the past year: it is defective, as 
many classes who are well able to pay towards the state necrs.sities,.- 
nothing: for instance bankers, brokers, pensioners, assignees- 
ontroi aiit iiartl)' of trade gf Government revenue, contractors, and officials. The result of 
the attempt to introduce a tax on the non-agrlculturid classes is 
given ill Appendix No. XXVI. 

26. In the wilder tracts of this division are large spaces of uncultivated land, which, 
are the property of Government; they may become valuable 
Ifoi'Dst imd grai'mg grouuda eventually, and be sold: at present they are leased from year to 
Saltpetro. contractors, who sell the firewood and grass, graxe cattle, 

.and perhajos raise a trifling rain crop. The result is shown in Appendix No. XXVII. There 
are no forests, fisheries, mines, gold-washings, or grazing tax in this division. A small reve-. 
line is raised by licenses to make saltpetre in pans, as shown in Appendix No, XXVIII.

laud, known under the former regime as “ inams” : their new grants they will hold of the 
British Government conditionally on good local service in times of peace as well as disturb¬ 
ance, and one of the family, according to fitness and capacity, will succeed to the privilege,

JUSTICE AND POLICE—CHAPTER HI. 

30. All the territorial divisions for purposes of justice Civil and Criminal, and Police, 

SjBtem of Police oo-ordinate with those made for revenue purposes, and the 

same agencies are made use of. The Commissioner is Superintend 
dent, and the Deputy and Assistant Commissioners are Deputy and Assistant Superintend¬ 
ents of Police. In each Perguunah, or District aub-division, is a Pergunnah Officer of Polioo, 
who is also Revenue Oflioer, Judge of Small Cause Civil Court, and Magistrate of Petty 
Criminal Court : under him at particular posts or Thannalis, arc Police Sergeants or 
Thanahdarsj with a body of Police men, armed with sword and matchlock, grouped at head 
quarters, or detailed at out-posts. The power of appointment, and removal of the whole 
body rests with the Deputy Superintendent or Distiiiot Officer, subject to appeal to tlie Su¬ 
perintendent. No Military discipline is enforced, but the Policemen are uniformly clothed 
di'illed, and taught the use of their arms. At eveiy Police Post is a paid tracker, To support 
the civil police in case of disturbance, to escort and guard treasure in transit, or in situ, 
to guard goals, and public offices, and public officials, as well as to p.atrol roads there 
me detachments of Military Police, House and Root, commanded by a Captain of Po¬ 
lice. Tlreir services are at the disposal and available at the call of the Superintendent 
and Deputy Superintendent of Police, but no interference is permitted in the details of 
enlisting, dismissal, training,^ or punishment. The duty of the Civil PoRoe is to keep 
order, prevent or detect crime, report sudden deaths, protect the highways, .and obey 
the orders of the Executive. No power of punishment is vested in any Police Officer 
The Police routine is laid down in the Police Manual, published under orders of Govern-' 
ment. The strength of the paid Police is shown in Appendix XI. Eor watch and ward 
report of crime or remarkable occurrences, the proprietors of Land, and the Head Bur¬ 
gesses of Towns are responsible, and to enable these duties to be properly performed in 
every Tillage or cluster of villages, a village watchman, and in every town, a Mimici- 
pa Police force, is entertained under the ordem of the Government Polico, but at the 
charge of the community In villages, the watchman is appointed, subject to the approval 
of theDisLnot Officer, by the Head men, and is paid in cash, grain, or by an assignment 
ofland, as settled at the time of the adjustment of the Government demand. In towns a 
Muiucipal Fund w formed either by a house tax, or an octroi, or a combination of both, 
the former making up the deficiencies of the latter. The first charge of this fund is for 
watch and the ward, and the Municipal Force is under the orders of the Police, and not of 
the Burgesses who are consulted only in the ways and means., We.aring arms, offensive 
cu defensive, sale of munitions of only al- 

nder special licence, renewed yearly on stamp p.aper, to approved parties. This Jaw ia 
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rigidly enforced under heavy peiiallles. An abstract of the Town and Village Police is 
given in Appendix No. XXXIII. 

31. The Commissioner as sessions and appeal Judge, the Deputy Commissioner 
as.MagistratejaidedhyhisAssisfcantsCovenantedandTJncoTenant- 
i.jatem of criminal jmticc. European and Native, and the Pergunnah Assistant Magis, 

irates, dispose finally of all crimes, for which a sentence of fourteen years is the 
maximum punishment: sentences more severe than this can only be passed by the Judi¬ 
cial Commissioner of the Punjab, who also disposes of appeals from the Commissioner, and 
exercises general Judicial and legislative control, with the eoneurrence of the Lieutenant Go¬ 
vernor, who is vested with Supreme Judicial power. Each Judicial Officer has certain 
powers allotted to him according to his capacity, or position, liable to .appeal in certain 
cases, iind in certain cases and certain officers, final. Cases are instituted either on 
the report of the Police, or the petition of the aggrieved party. The investigations take place 
in open court, in the Government Cutcherry, ea/ih Officer having a separate chamber. The 
proceedings are either in the vernacular, or the English language; the judgment must 
always be recorded in the langu.age of the presiding Judge. A certain fixed establishment, 
English and Native, is paid from the general Revenues, and the Sheriff's establishment is 
paid from the fees levied on the issue of processes. The Penal code h.as been fin.ally arranged 
and circulated under orders of Government, and the charges, and punishments, are precisely 
defined. No preoisa code of Criminal procedure eifists, but the practice is simple, and 
understood. At the same time the subject of anticipation of crime is studied, as well 
as the punishment of offences. The predatory Tribes, who live on plunder, are controled by 
strict Police surveillance, and in Sealkote attempits are being made to locate them, and 
compel them to take to industrious habits, and tilling the soil; they are known as Sansees, 
Harnees, Pukhiwar, Surkehas, Bonriahs. Trackiijig of offenders is also attended to, and 
offending villages are compelled to make pecuniary restitution, when the track ceases in 
Obeli' confiiies. 

Modes of Punishment. 

53. The modes of punishment are five fold.—■ 

I. —Death. 

II. —Transportation for life or terms. 

III. —Imprisonment iii Central or Ijooal Goal for life or teriiis^ 

IV. —Stripes, 

V. —Fine. 

These punishments have all within the last year been reconsidered, and proportioned 
to the offence, separate, or in combination, according to the means, health, and station of 
the offender, and the moral tendency of the offence. Death is always effected by hanging. 
Transportation, takes place by the route of the Indus and Kiirraohee, to the Andamans. At 
.each station is a local Goal, and at Lahore is a central Goal for all long term Prisoners. All 
labour is now intramural, and no prisoner is sentenced without labour. The discipline of the 
Goal is confided to the District Officer, or an e.xperienced Assistant, under the general control 
of the Inspector of Goal. Profitable Manulaetures are encouraged. Sti-ipes may be inflicted 
jn instalments, and on the hind quarters. Fines are not to be excessive, and always leviable 
by distraint, and attempts should be made to do so, and time and notice to friends, and fijoi- 
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lity of payment fjiven, the object bciti"’ not to rron-J the Goals, as imiinsonment is the alterna¬ 
tive of Pine. The administrative results for 3 years are shown in Appendix XXXIV. A to D. 

System of Civil Justice. 


' 3.5 The same Officers are vested witlr graduated power.? for the decisions of Civil 
Suits, being guided both in law and pmcbice by the Punjab Civil Code. Arrangements 
are made for registration of Deeds at the District bead quarters, and in tlie Fergunnah Of¬ 
fices. The administrative results for 3 years are shown in Appendex XXXV. A. to 0. 

LOCAL IMPROVEMENT—CHAPTER IV. 

.14-. Some miscellaneous subjects, by which the welfare of the people is affec ted, 
arc now touched upon. 


Tublvc Buildings. 


Throughout the Districts of Goordaspore and Aiiiritsur, the public buildings have 
been erected on handsome and convenient plans, partly from the 
general Revenues, and partly from local funds : in some instan¬ 
ces existing huilding.s have been utilized. At the Head Quarter Stations are Cntcheries, 
Goals, Cotwaleos or Head Police Stations and Tuhseels or Head Pergunnab Stations. In 
the Pergunahs arc Tuhseels, and Police Stations or Tbanalis, and Chowbiea or out-posts, 
both on the high roads, and in convenient situations. 


In Sealkote the same progress has not been made, but buildings arc in course of 
erection. In all Tuhseels aooommodation is provided for an European Officer, should ho be 
deputed to make local investigations. A list is given in Appendix No. XXXVI, 


3o. At Amrltsur and Goordaspore, handsome buildings have been erected for the 
combined purpose of Dispensaries and Hospitals. Advice and 
i.ruasarjea, medicine are given gratis to all applicants. A Civil Surgeon is 

paid by Government, being an European Medical Ofiicer, and Native Suli-Assistant Surgeons 
are also in receipt of Government salaries. The miscellaneous expomlii.ureB defrayed from 
the !Muuieip<al Fund. At Sealkote a temporary building is occupied pending the eoiistruc- 
tion of new buildings, the Annual Cost of Ebtablisliineiit and Contingencies ia given in Ap¬ 
pendix No, XXXVII. 


36. Throughout the three Districta, attention has been paid to' Kiibools by the Edn- 

eatioual Depai-tincnt. A ta.x of one per cent on the Revenue is 
fevied for the maintenance of Village vSohooLs, and Pergiinnab 
Schools are kept up from the public Revenues. From the enrrent year the control of these. 
Schools is made over to the District Officers, Mission Schools also exist at Amritsur and 
Goordaspore. The exact state of Schools is shown in Appendix No, XXXVIII. 

37. The weights and measures which are nenv in use, are shown in the Appcndi.x 

, XXXIX, Standard weights of fixed shape have been snpnlicd. 

Currency. dealers using- stones, or false weig-lits^ are punished. The im- 

perial cuvreiTcy of India has entirely superseded all others, but 
tradesmen, from a perverse conservatism, or from a desire to obtain a fraudulent advantage, 
still use the Nanulcshabee currency in their accounts. There is no gold legal tender, and no 
paper money. Information on this subject is shown in Appendix No. XI. 

33. There is no Canal in the Rechna Doab portion of the Divison. In the Barcc 
. Canals. Huslee Canal, an unscientific work, existed from the time 

of the Sikh rule : it leaves the Eavie near bladliopore at the foot 
of the bills, passes through Shoojanpore and Admnanuggur, and below Buttala separates in.

This Canal will rhovtly 
he superseded hy the Barcc Doab Canal, an entirely now, and most cosily work of the Bii- 
fish Government. Tt leaves the Eavie at Madliopore just Ijolow the lower range of tlie 
Himalaya, and is conducted along tlie dorsal ridge to the neighhourhood of Goordaspore, 
where at the village of Tihreo a great Eastern branch separates itself, which again, at tlie 
village of Sntealce, divides itself into the Sohraon, and Kussoor hranches. The main hrnneh 
is extended to the South of Jlnttal.a, where in the village of Aliwall a 'VVestem branch strikes 
off to Lahore, while the main continues on to the East of Amritsur through the heart of flu; 
IVliiiijha, traversing the Amritsur, Lahore, and Googaira Districts. The Lahore branch only 
has been opened in 1839. Many years must elapse before the work is completed : the poli. 
tical advantages are certain : the liuancial doubtful. The lliislee Canal will be absorbed info 
tins new work, wliich will e.-cteiid over the whole Do.ib by a system of Eajbidias, not one of 
Tvhieh is yet constructed. 


159. In each District there ai'C five Committees constituted by orders of Govern¬ 
ment. The Commissioner, and Deputy Commissioner are " gk- 
Paarco of ofiicio“ President, and Vice President, and the European j\.ssist- 

.auts, and E.'ctra Assistants, Members ; the Civil Surgeon, Exe- 
euiivu Eiigiiieer, Canal Olficcr, are also Members, the Tulisceldars are corresponding hlom- 
bers, and the Committee lias the power, with the coueiirrenee of the President, to elect 
01 her Noii-Ofiicial European Members. The Committees have distinct funds to administer, 
arising fiom distinci, suuices, and arc guided by distinct rules. 

T,— As regards the Road Eund, tlicy are the trustees of the landed Proprietor?, 
and arc liound (o Iccep all country roads in good order. 

II —j\.s regards the Local Agency Eund they are the servants of Government, 
and are bauud to use the funds eoonoinioally in public building, and public improvements. 


HI,—As I’Ogiirds the Ferry Fund they are the servants of Government, .and are 
spe cially erapoivurcd to build serais, keep up encamping grounds, sink road side wells, con- 
sta-uct and repair tanks, plant and preserve gardens and roadside trees, and pilnister to tlie 
comtorl and convenience ot Travellers. 


■{V,_As regards the Municipal Funds tlicy arc trustees of the citizen. 

Y .—As regards the Prison Labour Commutatimi Fund they arc l)ound to keep 
the rjlation roads in order, 


10. The Eoad Fund is formed by a cess of one per cent on tlic Government Reve¬ 
nue collected from llio Laudliuldcrs, who are bound by the anciunl. 
law of India to keep the roads open liy forced labour. The eouii- 
try roads arc kept ud in this way ; but in this Division there arc five kinds of roads. A 
list ill detail is given in Appendix No. XXXVI.

able, and were often laid out with gi'eat ^waut of judgnient merely to keep a me 

Important towns are thus left two or three miles to the nght merely for the sake of a uea 
appearance on a ilap. 


IV.—Cross roads coiineet the chief vilhig-os, and are more or less in good or¬ 
der according to the care and attention of the District Oflicer ; both these and the mam 
roads have to he pdaced in thorough reprair every year after the rainSj and where the drain¬ 
age of the country is intersected, and generally after heavy rain, they are quite impassahle 
to wheeled carriages : they are empihatieally fair weather roads, excellent for man and beast, 
just piassahlc for a dog cart, or country lyaggou, unsuitable for other wheeled conveyances. 


V.—The station roads of Amvitsur and Seidkote are admiruhlc, and are Bcvoral 
miles in extent.- at Groordaspore two miles m-e under eonstriietlon. 


11. The Ferries of the llavie arc under the control of the Deputy Commissioners 
jof Arai'itsur, and Goordaspiore, and those of the Chenah are under 
the Deputy Commissioner of Sealkotc. They aa'c llinned aummlly, 
ami the ratG.s of dtjty are fi.xed. Au establishment is kept up to control the ferries : on the 
direct road from Goojraawallali to Ami-itsur a bridge of boats is kept up in the dry scasou.

The importanee of tanks, o,ud wells, cannot be over-cstira.atcd : in the dry season 
they arc of the greatest v.alue. Tim City of Amritsnr and its envi¬ 
rons are famous for Ihoir tanks, which are snpiplicd from the Ca¬ 
nal. Others exist, or arc in eourso of cohstruction, in the Distviots. 
At Scalkote .a verv handsome tank has been constructed. AtDiittala and Tiinm Taruii 
nugaificieiit sheets of water e.xistfrom olden time; at Goviiidwal is acclohratocl BowHc, and 
others exist in more or le>s rcpi.air. A list of tanks and roadside rvells is given in Appoiidix 
No. XX.TVI. M.iny hridgus of moderate ilimeasioiis Jiin'c boon oon.s'tructed over ilie 
stre.ams of the main and cro.ss roads : llioso of the Itailroad, trunk, and station ro<ul.s, arc all 
complete. One or two bridges exist from the period antecedent to our rule, cspeoiaHy the 
tine bridge at Sealkotc, the interesting bridge of Shah Dowlah ht Pusroor, apd the bridge 
over the Kii'i'iin at Ujiiala.

Anintsur, one at SealkolOj aiiolliGr on iliG Lahore road^ arc the 

work of spirited puls'ate iinUvidualfi : those erected by Government arc not so magnifieoiit 
but more complete. Perhaps in .some cases, Tnrun Tarun, Ujnala, Chubocl, they wore not 
required, aud are therefore empty. A long the old imperial road aro the I'liiii.s of the an¬ 
cient .<J 3 rai .3 of Fiitchahal coimecled by Koa Miuars, bat the high road has long since 
deserted them, and they are eou verted to other uses. At every stage on every main 
I oad euc.imping grounds have beeu marked out for troops, and on the cliief roads supply 
liouses have also been erected, iu which contractors are located to supipily provisions. 
Much has been done also ill planting trees along the sides of roads, aud small pilaiitatious 
have been made as nur,series, but this expedient has not boon found to answer very 
well. At the lie.ad quarters of the three Districts Public gardens liavc been laid out for 
vegetables, and at Umrltsur a garden on a much huger scale as a nursery, is being laid 
out.

44.—As successors to the late Gomnmenfc, and ns conquerors in a civil war, many 
mangoe anti pleasure gardeiiSj houses and kildings, foitSj &c., 
came into the possession of Governuieiit; these are managed by 
the Local Agency Committee, and, where the buildings are not occupied for public punposes, 
Cuteberries, orThanahs, they are leased out year by year; a valnable property exists in 
the waste ground, fit for building, within the walls of the city of Amritsur, from which a 
ground rent is levied. A list of the chief properties of the Nuxzool are given in Appendix 
iio. XLII A. and B. The total of the entries amount to several hundreds, and tire annual 
income falls little short of seven thousand Eupees, the whole of which is available for 
|iiiblic iinprovemeuts. 


4a.—From the earliest occupation attention has been paid to the improvement, con¬ 
servancy, and watch and ward, of cities and towns, especially of the 

Mnmclpal nrrMigcracuts Umritsur.

.drains, widening thoroughfares, &c. &c. At Amritsur the annual sum levied exceeds a 

iaklr of Rupees, and a great work of external drainage is now being carried through by a 

Civil Engineer. A detail of the monthly sanctioned expenditure is given iu Appendix 

Xo. and a list of tk towns where the same system exists. 

—The above is a statistical picture of the Amritsur Division on the 1st of Ja¬ 
nuary 1S50, after ten years’ occupation and peace, with every physical and administrative 
advantage. It may serve as a .standard, by which this Division may he raea.sured on the 
Ist of ilauuary IS/O, and other Divisions m.ay with advan tage be contrasted with it at the 
present moment.
